The opening statement was a 
broad, sweeping arraignment of the 
^leaders of federation of miners, who 
v.ere charged with plotting whole- 
sale murder and hiring assassins, 
all in ,a giant conspiracy of venge- 
ance upon those who obstructed their 
Bway to destroy opposition, Ity ter- 
rorism to control tlie jmlitical des- 
tinies of communities covered by 
their organization and perpetuate 
their own power within the organiza- 
tion. 


Eight witnesses for the state were 
examined'to day. They wore ¿ill 
from Caldwell and those who did not 
tell of the crime itself were called to 
locate Harry Orchard, who went to 
'^thc town as Thomas Hogan, at 
various hotels and around the Steu-' 
nenberg home, and to show that two 
months before the crime John L. 
Simj)kins, a memVier of the executive 
board of the^ Western Federation of 
Miners, haKl joined Orchard and had 
lived with im for several days in the 
same room, 


Prqlittbly' the Nnost important' wit- 
ness was. Julian Steuirenberg, soi^ o5 
the dead statesman, who lokl how 
Orbhard had three days before the 
murder inquired of him about liis 
father's movements. He told of 
meeting prchard, then known .»aji 
Hogan, at the railroad station in 
Caldwell three days before the crime 
and telling' him, in answer to 
his inquiry that his father wouW be 
home the".fplowing Friday. He said 
-he was on his Avay home with his 
uncle and wiis two blocks behind his 
father when the exjjlosion occurred. 
• Tomorrow Orchard is tp be 
brought in from the penitentiary and 
turned over to Sheriff Hodgin until 
he is examined and cross examined 
to the satisfaction of both sides.^He 
wil ibe a close cell neighbor in^jail 
to the men whose lives he may swear 
away, but It is likely they will not 
, g^^ eyen a glimpse of him during his

Hawley, then reviewed the Steun- 
^ enberg murder, referring, to. tlie Or- 
chard Indictment, declaring the fact 
it was rendered sepai'ately, was not 
in conjunction with "the men now on 
trial, aijd in no way prejudiced 
against the Western Federation. ITis 
evidence wo.uld be given capable 
credence. 


Hawley admitted he did not expect 
to prove the defendants were'present 
when the crime wa§ ''committed, but 
stated he would shdwy they were ac- 
cessories before the fact and. were 
equally as guilty as orchard. He de- 
clared he would prove without doubt 
that the leaders of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners conspired to kill 
Steunenberg and said he would show 
that the federation, as an organiza- 
tion, became an accomplished fact in 
1893 and ater that time riot and 
bloodshed was the portion of the en- 
tire western mining community. 
Hawley declared all this was duo to 
the e.xecutive committee in part, but 
for the most part to the j)residen and 
secretary-treasurer. The.v, he declar- 
ed, have, under the constitution, ab- 
solute authority to control the fed- 
eraions destinies. 
He declared the. rank and fllo was 
innocent of law. breaking, but the 
loaders were responsible for the 
death of Stnnenberg and scored of 
others besides. ~ 
Darrow objected to this statement 
and was overruled when Hawley de- 
clared he expected to prove all ho 
I asserted. ^ 
Continuing, Hawley declared the 
loaders planne to control entire com- 
'munlties by acts of murder. The 
ideas of the leaders never j chonged 
from Inception. The Inner circle 
jjlanned to perpetuate its own power 
in the interest of control l)pth of the 
federaloii and the communities they 
lived in by emiiloying desperate 
criminals to commit murdor and 
.spread terrorism.

Darrow again objected, declaring 
that inasmuch as Haywood had not 
Ijocome a member of (he federation 
at that time, could not be implicated 
in the crime Haw.ey mentioned.
